ICSUC Chancellor contests resident tuition fee

California State University and Colleges 
Chancellor Glenn Dumke reiterated his apposition 
to the institution of tuition for resident CSUC 
students, following a statewide Alumni Council 
breakfast held in the CSUS Redwood Room 

Dumke expiained that as the trustees executive 
administrator, he shares the trustees’ stand against 
tuition 

“Today, with the trustees opposed, | am op- 
posed,” he said in an interview with the State Hornet 

Dumke admitted, however, that the Board of 
Trustees have not always opposed tuition Before 
1972, the trustees opposed tuition. The Board then 


flip - flopped and favored tuition in 1972, Dumke 
said. In 1978, following the passage of Proposition 
13, the board reversed its opinion again and op 
posed tuition 


In 1967, Gov Ronald Reagan pushed enactment 
of tuition 

During a 1967 trustee meeting held at CSUS. then 
Sacramento State College, the board voted to op 
pose tuition and promised to cut back student ad- 
missions before allowing a budget cut to affect the 
quality of education 

Reagan had suggested a $200 per year tuition, on 
top of the current student fees charge of $135 per 
year

Dumke pointed out that he was 
of the first supporters of a 
CSUC alumni council. He also 
repeated his support for aFroaram 
Change Proposal (PCP) to provide 
State funding for the council 

Qne of the first-things | did 
when | got this job was to try to 
interest the legislature and the 
Campuses in the value and the vir- 
tue of having an alumni as- 
sociation that would represent the 
whole system The legislature 
interestingly enough, and par 
ticularly the Governor's Office and 
the Department of Finance have 
never risen to this push

Profs. debate energy future

Geo - thermal and smaiiler, iocai 
power plants might solve Califor- 
nia’s energy problems better than 
nuclear, coal or oil plants, ac- 
cording to James Waiker, an ad- 
ministretor of the California 
Energy Commission 

In a presentation to the Assem- 
bly Natural Resources Committee 
earlier this month, Walker noted 
substantial energy conservation 
efforts in California, and a slowing 
growth rate means a good energy 
future for the state 

CSUS Professor of Physics 
Homer ibser said “| see us chang- 
ing our lifestyles further. and | 
don't think this is necessarily bad 

“We have been using energy 
like somebody who inherits a jot of 
money and is willing to spend it 
They get used to a certain style of 
living and can't be without it, so 
they go rob a bank, or build a 
nuclear reactor,” he said 

Ibser said he would like to see 
the utilization of wind power which 
is similar to hydro - electric, but 
does not impose waste or en- 
danger animals 

However, CSUS Engineering 
Protessor John Vreeland believes 
thet wind power is not a wise op- 
tion because of the limited output 


for the costly vestment 
Construction and operation (or 
large scale wind generators) has 
never done, and the 
probability of trying to stretch our 
technoiogy that far is high’ 

Tne Rancho Seco nuclear 
power piant run by the Sac- 
ramento Municipal Utility District 
(SMUD) supplies Sacramento with 
over haif of its electrical needs, ac 
cording to Vreeland The piant 
which puts out 900 megawatts 
compared to 650 megawatts from 
all of SMUD’s hydro - electric 
generators, wiil be running for 
another 30 to 40 years, according 
to Vreeland 

ibser is skeptical about Rancho 
Seco’s lang life, noting that “no 
big, modern reactor has run for its 
planned 30 to 40 years “Two 
plants on the east coast have 
already been shut - down, one per- 
manentiy and one temporarily 
after only 10 years 

“Rancho Seco has already 
started plugging about a dozen of 
its water tubes,” Ibser said. The 
tubes, which number about 60,000 
in @ typical reactor, are about an 
inch in diameter and carry the 
water which turns to steam wor- 
king the turbines. Plugging, at a 
cost of $5.000 a piece, becomes 
necessary when a tube shows

This problem is serious, said 
ibser, “because once you start 
plugging tubes, eificiency goes 
down.” With ali the various shut- 
downs at the plant, Rancho Seco 
has only been operating at 60 
percent Capacity over the last six 
years 

Rancho Seco aimost boiled its 
Steam generators dry a year before 
the same accident happened at 
Three Mile Isiand, said |bser 
The Sacramento community was 
only aware of the seriousness of 
the incident after Three - Mile 
isiand 

Vreeland, however, said safety 
iS One of a nuclear plant's greatest

in the late '60s, several legislators introduced pro 
tuition bilis in the Assembly, but they were killed by 
the Joint Legisiative Committee on Higher 
Education, which was led by committee head Jesse 
Unruh 
Unruh personally spoke out against tuition 
because he foresaw its detrimental effects on the 
availability of post - secondary education to low - in 
come and minority students 


Reagan again sounded the call for tuition in 1972 
and this time the Board of Trustees came out in favor 
of tuition. Consequently, Dumke. too, favored 
tuition. Former CSUS President Dr James Bond 
also proposed a tuition in 1973 


Dougies Foster, an attorney representing 
McClatchy Newspapers, inc. fields questions 
from the press after Sacramento Municipal Court 
Judge Edward K. Garcia closed the preliminary 


Dumke'’s current position against imposing 
tuition, was adopted in 1978 when the trustees went 
on the record as being philosophically opposed to 
tuition 

Dumke said the recent $10 million budget cut re- 
quested by the state Department of Finance is more 
serious than it appears. “We don't have a lot of loose 
money,” he said 


Because the CSUC is run on a tight budget, 
Dumke said, "We have given the taxpayers of 
California a really good bargain for their dollars.” 

With a 10 percent increase in the cost of running 
the system, “a further cut of three percent gives us 
real problems,” said Dumke

Foster contended that it was not fair tc 
close the preliminary to the news media. bas 
ing his argument on the First Amendment 
and a number of court cases

Attorney Jo: Murphy, representing 
Charlene Gallego. did not join Manning in call-

Student wants stronger voice in women’s studies 


| feel it is important for everyone taking Women's 
Studies Classes and for those who may be thinking 
about taking them to know that because you are tak- 
ing a Class listed under Women's Studies, taught by 
a woman professor, ti does not mean you are neces- 
sarily getting a feminist perspective, analysis, or 
awareness. In fact, itis quite possible your professor 
may know very little of what feminism means and 
what commitment to real social change for women 
means : 

The Women's Studies department has existed at 
CSUS for 10 years. The program was student 
initiated and students have since continued playing 
an imporiant role in the program's direction. Under 
pressure from the big boys sitting behind ad- 
ministration desks, plus a new Women's Studies 
coordinator from their ranks, Joan Moon, the 
Women's Studies department has been forced intoa 
restructuring. This restructuring is aimed toward 
making the program more palatable to the ad- 
ministration and less threatening to the “academic 
standards” of the university. What we, as concerned 
students, fear is the eventual elimination of Women’s 
Studies core classes, which are strong in feminist 
theory and closely tied to our lives as women in this 


worid — past, present, future 

For nearly two semesters the Women’s Studies 
Board has been struggling with critical issues in the 
program's direction — its philosophy of education. 
its relationship to the Women's Movement. and other 
important issues. The Board consists of a variety of 
women, most of whom teach either core or cross- 
sted classes and ail of whom claim a deep 
allegiance to women and the women’s movement 
Also, at every board meeting there have been at jeast 
20 to 30 (sometimes more) students who also care 
about the direction of the program and who also 
Nave deep feminist allegiances 

The last board meeting (Feb 18th) had been 
designated specifically to discuss the philosophy of 
the Women's Studies program. in order to first 
resoive fundamental issues before trying to im- 
plement changes in the curriculum. To our outrage 
and disbelief it began with a vote. called for by Joan 
Moon, to determine if the 20 students Present, had a 
right to participate in the day's discussion. A number 
of women professors, teaching cross - listed Classes, 
voted against the students’ right to be heard. Thanks 
to a slight majority of concerned instructors, we 
were allowed to retain our rights However,

parliamentary procedures overruled any teminist 
principles of collectivity, equalization of power, and 
a commitment to the struggle of honest, open dis- 
cussions 

ironically, a secret baliot was taken to determine 
whether or not to combine two types of classes (core 
and cross - listed) which many of us felt should 
remain separate — ironic in the sense that no trust or 
openness was shown, that the students voices were 
not heard (indeed, ignored), and a hierarchical 
structure of procedure contrary to feminist ideals of 
collectivity and power distribution prevailed. 

We, as students, are consumers at this university. 
We have every right to speak, to be heard and to be 
an active part in determining our education. We also 
have rights to demand access to information we feel 
is valuable, to question this quality and process of 
our education and to fully explore whatever our 
dreams and visions may be. Students, beware of the 
professors teaching cross - listed classes who will 
not listen to you, who teach “feminist perspectives” 
but invalidate your opinions and experience. Shop

Jury commissioner gives facetious feel to

answers her own phone 

But it doesn't end there, as there are many things 
tg admire about Sacramento County Jury Com- 
missioner Geraldine (Jerri) Aipnson. One of the 
group of government bureaucrats rarely spoken of 
she does her job well — probably better than neces- 
sary 

} She is a happy, witty person. She likes people 
and she doesn't take herself or her title too seriously 

| “| describe myself as a human being. | don't like 
tifles put to anyone. | don't care what you call me 
Jpst pay me for what I'm doing.” 

i What she does, and has been doing since 1975. is 
afrange for people to serve as jurors for the Sac- 
ramento County courts, meeting hundreds of 
peopie every month. That's what the county pays her 
ta do. She changes the opinion many people have of 
the state judicial system and of public servants. This 
Jerri Alphson gives the people of Sacramento 
County for tree 

Most people meet Jerri when they are called for 
jury duty and report to the Sacramento County 
Courthouse jury lounge. Expecting a dull 
uneventful ordeal, they find instead a stand - up 
comedienne doing her shtick. It's Jerri Alpnson wor- 
king her captive audience. During the morning roil 
call, she often pauses to small talk with the people in 
the lounge. It only takes a few days for her to know 
several prospective jurors on a first name basis. in 
fact. she has made several tasting friends of 
prospective jurors 

: Alphson is probably the best courthouse comic in 


Sacramento. Her routine occurs intermittently 
through the day, as she calls jury panels to be sent to 
various trials Today. she directs everyone's atten- 
tion to the front of the room where she is holding a 
judge who is attempting to leave post - haste. She 
places a piece of Scotch tape on each of his paims 
and introduces him as one of the meanest judges at 
the courthouse. She then tells the judge to put his 
paims over his ears and shake his head As he reluc- 
tantly complies, Jerri announces, “This is a judge 
listening to his tapes ' Everyone groans, and the 
judge leaves with what's left of his propriety 

‘The purpose of the jokes is to make people relax 
" says Alphson, and the people in the jury lounge do 
seem to be at ease. ‘'!'m really blessed because I'ma 
happy individual | think if a person is a phony, that 
this is going to come through, but I've had peopie 
come back for jury duty two, three or four years late: 
and say, ‘You still have the happy disposition you 
had before. What's the matter with you?’ | just tell 
them | don't have good sense 

Her humor works well, and is refiected by the 
cards, notes and letters lining one wall of her office 
They thank her for making civic duty more pleasant 
She even gets letters of thanks from people who had 
to be forced to serve and were very hostile at the 
beginning of their jury duty 

Most people agree that Jerri is a plus to the jury 
system ‘I think they ali (other people working in the 
court system) agree that the public relations 
aspect that | am doing makes their job much 
easier because | am now sending jurors into a cour- 
troom who are happy, receptive people,” says 
Aiphson. When people are herded into courts like 
Cattle pushed into pens, they are less willing to serve

Some people exist through fads Every new look 
every new style and craze must be part of an ever 
changing, always and trendy wardrobe Some

The Sacramento area has many such thrift stores 
and shops that benefit several different community 
organizations. Some of the most notable are the 
Salvation Army, certain veteran's thrift stores, the 
SPCA Women's Guild. church organizations and 
many independently run stores that employ han- 
dicapped individuals 


Thrift stores nave not had a favorable image in the 
past They were snobbily designated as the kind of 
place where only the poor shop, out of necessity 
never choice. After ali, credit card shopping was 
thought by many to be the ultimate joy of purchasing 
goods and services 

But that image has faded as fast as inflation has 
risen, and caused many people. even those of im- 
modest means, to take a second look at humbie thrift 
stores 

Al any given time, in any given shop around town. 
you can find the well dressed mingling with the not- 
so - well dressed, and find Cadillacs parked side by 
side with decrepit Chevy's and cantankerous gas - 
guzzling Fords 

The vast amount of merchandise available is 
aimost unbelievable Department stores will often 
donate new merchandise they could not sell. Witha 
cautious eye, you can sometimes purchase once or 
never worn items of clothing Toys are available in 


important. if you generate happiness to other 
people, it finally rubs off, but if you're just a grump 
with them all the time, that's going to rub off too.’ 
An administrator at the courthouse said, “I hateto 
think about having to replace her.” Maybe everyone 
will get lucky and they won't have to fora long time

Students can find paperbacks priced at as liitie as 
a dime, and hardbound books for less than $1.

Castle rug, a thing - maker, a creeple - people kit, 
and 4 pair of Levi jeans in a 62 waist size 

There are records of the “HiFi Cuban Drums.” 
shirts with Nehru collars, skinny ties wedding 
dresses and TV's that only showed oid reruns of 

Bewitched ” 

For the jock, there are sets of skis, golf clubs and 
bags, motorcycle tires, bowling balls, used track 
shoes, discarded trophies, and a pair of crutches 

These are just a few of the many items that a thrift 
store recycles for sale to the public. Many of the 
Stores can be found by checking out the yellow 
pages. They are highly visibie, and usually large, 
because most are converted grocery stores 

There is no tax charged on merchandise bought 
at a thrift store, and the advantage to shopping there 
instead of someplace else is that you can buy twice 
as much for half the price. Many are open seven days 
a week 

By shopping at one of the many thrift shops in 
town, you are also contributing to the support of the 
handicapped, the disabied and the service group of 
your choice — depending on which store you pat- 
ronize

The sign posted on the rear of 
the stage described them as “the 
World's Original Five -Man Trio,” a 
bewildering ciaim since there are 
only four musicians in the band 

They played nary an original 
song during their set, instead play- 
ing an amalgam of vintage rock 
and roll, rhythm and blues clas- 
sics, and a touch of coun- 
try/western 

The bass player returned for the 
evening s encores wearing a Curly 
blond wig, combined with 
sunglasses to give him a decidedly 
Little Orphan Annie like 
appearance Perhaps the most 
curious fact of all is that in a little 
more than a month, the leader of 
this ersatz “trio” will put away his 
guitar for six months so that he 
might play second base for a minor 
league baseball team in 
Wilmington, Delaware; a team 
which bears the same name as his 
band. The band (and the team) are 
known as the Destroyers, and the 
guitarist/second baseman is 
George Thorogood 

Despite this bizarre list of 
credentials, George Thorogood 
and the Destroyers delivered atwo 

hour, five - encore set that could 
only be described as devastating 
to an all - but - sold - out - house 
Wednesday night at UC Davis’ 
Freeborn Hall 

Thorogood's stage presence is 

to say the least, energetic. The 
stage is his domain: he cavorts 
from one end to the other in the 
manner of Bruce Springsteen 
duck - walks ala Chuck Berry, and 
stalks back and forth with the 
inherent cool of Tom Petty He 
continually taunts the crowd, smil 
ing and beckoning, all the while 
staying just out of the grasp ofdhe 
many hands reaching out at him 
Occasionally, however, he will 
come to the edge of the stage and 
knight” those lucky enough to be 
within his reach by touching the 
top of their heads with the head of 
his guitar
